WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.— President W ilson’s next statem ent on sub­ 
marine warfare is likely to fie a m assage addressed to the world— to be 
an announcem ent of a “ Wilson doctrine” as to the rights of Am ericans 
the world over. 
Technically It may be embodied in a m essage to Austria or to Ger­ 
m a n y . but it w i l l be intended for all other nations and particularly for 
Bulgaria and Turkey, allies of the central powers, according to reports. 
Unless official dispatches i m m e d i a t e l y reveal the nationality of the 
subm arine that sank the Persia it was said today Bulgaria and Turkey 
will tie asked for this information, as well as Germany and Austria.
